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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hunter 
et al. (USPN 6,573,473). 

Hunter et al. discloses a high speed method and system for focusing and 
determining and maintaining correct focus height over an entire site; having variations in 
depth, warpage, concave or convex and so forth. The system dynamically compensates 
for local variations in height of microstructures located on a plurality of objects spaced 
apart within a laser-processing site. The system includes a focusing lens system for 
focusing a laser beam along an optical axis, a first actuator for moving the objects in a 
plane, and a second actuator for moving the focusing lens subsystem along the optical 
axis. The system further includes a first controller for controlling the first actuator based 
on reference data, which represents 3-D locations for microstructures to be processed 
within the site, and a second controller for controlling of the second actuator also based 
on reference data. The first and second actuators controllably move the objects and the 
focusing lens subsystem, respectively, to precisely position the waist of the laser beam 
and the objects so that the waist substantially coincides with the 3-D locations of the 
microstructures within the site, (abstract, figures, col. 3, 4, 8, 9) 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12-20 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the claims as supported by the specification differs from the prior art in that it 
does not teach a method of modifying or producing a thin, flexible workpiece that 
conforms to a workpiece former having a complex shape, the method using a focused 
laser produced by a focused laser system, the method comprising; changing the 
positional relationship between the focused laser system and the workpiece former to 
establish a first operating position where the surface of the workpiece is substantially at 
the focal length of the focused laser where the focused laser meets the workpiece; 
changing the positional relationship between the focused laser system and the 
workpiece former to establish a second operation position that changes the distance 
between the workpiece and the focused laser system due to the complex shape of the 
workpiece former and making an adjustment to keep the focused laser substantially 
focused on the workpiece at the second operation position.
